Reasons For Allowance 

The prior art of record does not disclose or fairly suggest a method for myocardial 
revascularization and denervation using an electrode with portion that is placed on the 
epicardial surface of a ventricle and a needle portion that penetrates the ventricular wall, and 
transmitting energy from the electrode to create a lesion within the ventricular wall. U.S. Patent 
5,554,152 to Aita et al. teaches myocardial revascularization using a laser from the pericardial 
surface and suggests using RF as an alternative, but does not disclose a needle for piercing the 
ventricular wall. U.S. Patent 6,474,340 to Vaska et al. teaches a device and method for 
producing lesions on the pericardial surface of a ventricle, but has no teaching for a needle 
means for creating lesions within the ventricular wall.
